Oakridge is the kind of place made for Cycle Oregon. 

Deep green Cascade Range foothills surround the 
tiny Lane County community. Streams and rivers course 
nearby. And a bonus: The town is the self-proclaimed 
mountain biking capital of the Northwest. 

There’s a flip side. Lumber once was king here, with mills 
powering a healthy economy. But those closed two decades 
ago after logging cutbacks in federal forests. Jobs went 
away and so did many residents. 

Oakridge is every bit the struggling rural outpost that 
Cycle Oregon has chosen along its route over the years. 
Town leaders eagerly anticipated the burst of activity — 
and money — from the planned September stopover of 
2,200 riders and about 200 support staff. 

Instead, Oakridge and other little towns along the route 
lost the short-term infusion of dollars and the longer-term
